GOD'S FUDGMENTS. 


CHAP. I. 
Gods Remarkable Judgements againſt Pride. 


S inthe-two former learned Tra&ates, bearing Title 
of The Theatre of Gods Indgements inflited upon the 
ſeverall breaches of the Ten Commandements ; ſo now , 
to theſe we adde a third Traft, Of his moſt remarkable 

Pn s of the ſtaven deadly fiunes ;, 20d theſe il- 
fuſtrated by ſundry notdble Examples , aſwell Do- 
meſtick as Forraine. And becanſe Pride was the firſt, 
which began in the Angels, and hath ſince infeRed all mankinde, from our 

Protoplaſts (our firſt Parents) Adam and Bvwr, and hath continued throngh 
all generations hitherto3 and ſhall im =" E076 even tothe laſt di 
lution : Tderive my firſt Diſcourſe from that. * -' | 

There be foure ſorts of Pride, by which every infolent and arrogant man 
diſcovereth himſelfe : Fer inſtance, when thoſe good parts (if he haveany) 
of which he is poſſeſt , he apprehendeth meertly ro ſpring from himſelfe ; 
or when thoſe which he acknowledgeth to be conferred from above, he at- 
tributeth to his owne merit 3 or when he'boaſteth to have, what indeed hee 
hath notzor when deſpiſing others, he covers to be ſingular in himſelf. This 
ſinne was borne in Heaven , but ſo fuddenty — oy thence, thar it 
could never fince fide the way backe againe thither : all other vices are 

onely ar warre with theſe particular vertues, by which they are overcome 3 

as Inchaftity, Chaſtity, Bounty, Avarite; Wrath, atiewce ; and {© of the reſt + 

Pride is not with that contented, as to Oppoſe 'Familiry and Obedieare , but 

it rageth againſt all the vertues of the minde, and like a generall peſtiferous 

diſeaſe, ſtriveth to putrifie and infeR o_ all : For Pride in riches thakes 
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men the more covetous : In idleneſſe, ſcorning labour; in wrath,more out- 
ragious 3 in gluttony, more intemperate 3 in envy, More malicious : nei- 
ther is there any mortiferous ſinne,in which Pride is not a ſupreame agent ; 
The ſignes thereof are boldnefle in language 3 ſullenneſle in filence; arro. 
gance 1n mirth 3 murmuring in melancholly 3 and deſpiſing all others,doa- 
ting upon himſelfe, 
«£ſop being asked by Chien, What he thought 1upiter was at that time 
doing > made anſwer , Hee is now dejeQing the proud , and exalting the 
bumble. And the famous Philoſopher Ariſtotle, ſpying a rich young 
man (but altogether unlearned ) ſtrutting along the ſtreets, with a proud 
affected gate; and his eyes ſo elevated towards Heaven, as if hee deſpiſed 
the earth; whereon be troad 3 came to him, and ſaid, friend, Such as thou 
thinkeſt thy: ſelfe to be ;1 wiſh I were ; but to be ſuch as thou art, I with 
onely to mine enemie. This alſo Secrates with great modeſty reproved in 
Alcibiades, who finding himſelfe ſuddenly puft up with his extraordinary 
abundance in riches, and much to glory in his many ſpoyles and victories, 
hedrew him into a private Gallery ; and ſhewing him a Coſmographicall 
Table of the World, bid him looke in what part of the Map he could ſpy 
all his great'Trophies ant Triumphs > Andwhen hee anſwered him, They 
were not thereto be ſeene 3 Socrwes replyed, Cur igitur ob illa ſuperbis , que 
circa nullam terre partem exiftunt ? that 1s, Vhy then art thou ſo proud of 
theſe things which are not viſible in any part of theearth ? 

Neither was the Church ir ſelfe free from this finne in the dayes of 
learned Saint Bernard, who in one of his Sermons thus complaines. Thou 
ſhalt ſee many in the. Church, who from obſcure prrntngy being enno- 
bled, and from poverty made rich with pride, ſo ſuddenly tumor'd and 
tympanized,that forgetting from whence they came, bave contemned their 
parents, and bluſhr at their-owne births : Thou ſhalt ſee alſo ſome per- 
nicious, perſons aſpire unto.Eccleſiaſticall honours , and then pretend to 
themſelyes a ſeeming ſanity, by changing of their veltures, not their vi- 
ces 3 and their manner of habit, not their mindes; eſteemingthemſelvesto 
deferve that dignity which they have inſidiated by deceit , and which (I 
ſcarce dare ſay) have attributed that co their merit,which they have bought 
with their money. | 

But:as tbe ſmoake, which of its owne nature is blacke and obſcure, yet 
covetsto aſcend from a light and bright flame 3 but in the midft of its vio. 
lent relu&ation , reſolves it ſelfe into aire; and fo vaniſhing , Ioſeth both 
nature and name: So the-proud-and ambitious, bowſoever courſly and 
obſcurely parted , yet will elevate and advance himſelfe above others z yet 
in his ſtriving to ſtand high, is often precipitated, and loſeth both bis 
place and memory : Behold (faith the Prophet) He that Lifteth up himsſelfe, 
his mind: is not upright ; but the Iuft (kell live by. hs faith. Yea, indeed, The 

oud man is as he that tranſgre(ſeth by Wine, therefore ſhall he not endure, be- 
cn he hath enlaroed his defare as the Hell, and is as death, and caunet be ſatife 
fied; but gatbereth unto him all Nations, and heapeth umto him all people : ſhall 
net. all theſe take up 4 Parable againſt him ? and « taunting Proverbe , aud 
fay., Ho, he that increaſeth that which u not his |, how long? and he that Ut 
deth him{clfe. with thicke clay.? Shaft they not riſe up ſuadenly that ſhall bite 
thee ?.. and. awake that ſhall y FA thee ? and thou ſhalt -bee their prey; Be-. 
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How Pride hath beene ſeverely puniſhed by the Almighty, we firde fre- 
examples inthe holy Text : Irw2s puniſhi in our firſt Parents by 3 
their Exile out of Paradiſe. In the Builders of Babel, (who ſaid,Come let ws 
build us a Citie and « Tower, whoſe top may reach up to rhe Heaven , that we 
get 2a name,C7c.) Intheir ſcattering over rhe faceof the earth, and the con- 
fuſionof their Lgyu_—_ Sodeme and Gomorrab,by raining down fire and 
brimttone upon their Citics and people : In 2iriem the ſiſter of Hoſes, by 
Leaproſie : In Korah, Dathan, and Abirewm, for theit pride, and rebellion 
againſt Moſes 3 the ground clave aſunder that was under them, and the earth 
opened her month and ſwallowed them up, with their families and all the 
men'that were with Korab, and all their goods 3 ſo'they and all that they 
had went downe alive unto the pit,and the earth covered them, and they pe- 
riſht from amongſt the Congregation: In Gelb the Philiſtime, flaine by 
the hands of David - In Shebes the ſonne of Bicrs | who lift up his hand a- 
g1inſt the King 3 by having his head cut off, and caſt'over the walls to 1e4b, 
Captaine of the hoaſt: In Abſalom, who tooke ſuch pride in his haire, 
that it after became his halter : In deſtroying of Dav:as people, for his 
pride in numbringthem : In A4«oniah, who tor demanding _46:;ſhag the 
Shunamite to wife, (who had layen in his fathers boſome) was flaine at the 
commandment of Selomen, by the hand of Benaiah the ſonne of 1/chojadah - 
In Benbadad King of Aram, _—_— and Zenacharib : In Olofernes the great 
Captain ofthe Aſſyrian hoaſt,flain by [uditb at the ſiege of Bethulia: In Ha- 
mas the ſon of Hammedaths the Agagite, whom the great King Ahaſbueroſh 
exalted , and ſer his ſeat above all the Princes that were under him; whoſe 
p_ rewing up with his promotion, at length advanced himtoa Gibber 
ftie foot high , upon which in the glory of his ambition he was ſtrangled: 
In Nabuchadnezar,and Balthaſſar King of the Chaldeans : In the great King 
Amtiochu, who went up towards Idea and Hieruſalem, with a mighty peo- 
ple, and entred proudly into the SanRuary, and tooke away the golden Al- 
tar, and the Candleſticke for the light , and all the inſtruments belonging 
thereto; and the Table of the Shewbread, and the powring veſlels, we the 
Bowles , and the golden Baſons, and the Vayle, and the Crownes, and the 
olden apparrell which was before the Temple, and brake all it pieces : 
e brake alſo the Silver and Gold, andthe precious Jewels, with the ſecret 
treaſures that he found, and then departed away into his owne Land. - But 
the ſame proud Prince comming after with great diſhonour from Perfia, 
the God Almighty ftroke him with an inviſible andan incurable plague,by 
a paine in bis bowels , which was remedileſle, and which grievouſly tor- 
mented him in the inner parts 3 for ſo he had tormented other mens bowels 
with divers cruell and ſtrange torments 3 yet would not hee ceaſe from his 
arrogance, but ſwelled the more with -=_ againſt Gods owne people to 
deſtroy them 3 and commanded to haſte his journey for that purpoſe : but 
ſo it was, that he fell downe from the Chariet thar ranne ſwiftly , and all 
the parts and members of his body were bruiſed. Thus he who bur a day 
before thought hee might command the Flouds, (ſuch was his Luciferian 
pride, beyondthe condition of man) and to weigh the high mountaines in 
the ballance, was caſt on the earth and carried in an horſe-litter 3 declaring 
unto all the world the manifeſt power of God: fo that the wormes came 
out of his body in abundance, and his fleſh dropt from his bones with 


paine and rorment , and all his Army was grieved at his ſmell; No man 
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Nicer.

could now endure him becauſe of his. tinke , who bur a little before, 


thought with his hands he _ reach the ſtarres' of Heaven : And then 
(though too late) he to abate his haughty. and peremptory inſolence ; 
when being plagued , he came to the knowledge of himſelfe by the juſt 
ſcourge'of God 3 and by his inward torments which every moment increa- 
ſed upon him : and when he himſelfe could not abide his owne ſavour, he 
ſaid, It is meet for man to be ſubje& to God, and that he who is but mortall 
ſhould not oppoſe himſelfe againſt his Maker. C 
The like puniſhment we reade of in —_— of Ntcanor , who came 
unto Mount $497, whom the Prieſts and the Elders of the people wene 
forth of the SanQuary to ſalute peaceably,and to him the daily burne 
offerings for the King 3 byt he laughed at them and ided their devotion, 
accounting them meerely —; pw and ſpake proudly, and ſware in his 
wrath , If T»das and his Hoaſt be not deliverdd into mine hands ; If ever I 
ſhall returne in ſafety , I will burne up this houſe , &c. and ſo departed 
thence in great fury : but obſerve the event of his ſo great oftentation and 
inſolence. Ide after ſome few dayes (though againſt infinite oddes ) ha- 
ving laine Nicenor in battaile, and routed his whole Army , he cauſed his 
head to be ſtruck off, and that arme and hand which he had fo proudly lifted 
up againſt tie Temple of the God of 7ſraet, and brought them to Hiersſa- 
lem , and there cauſed themto be hanged up, as a remarkable judgement. 
But not todwell on thoſe, frequent inthe holy Text : I come now to the 
like examples gathered from Ethnick and Morall remembrancers , and our 


- of them give you onely a taſte t nn ſurfet, till I fall upon thoſe more 


familiar and moderne. C4lexarder the Great, in his height of potency,and 
ſupereminent fortune, contemning the remembtagce of his tather Phylip, 
would be called God , and commanded himſelfe to be Riled the fonne of 
Inpiter Hamon ; who ——_— in the ſufferance of many heats and 
colds, his ſubje&tion to humours and paſſions, his enduring of ſmarts and 
wounds, and all other infirmities belonging to man , would not be ſenſible 
of his mortality 3 till in the very 4pex of his ſublimity he was treacherouſ- 
ly poyſoned, and ſo moſt miſerably expired. 

And Nero, the Arch-tyrant ſince Adam, after he had filled the Earth 
with many inſolencics , and Reme (the then Worlds Metropolis) with in- 
finite Rapes, Murders, and Maſlacres , not ſparing his neare Kinſman Ger. 
manicws, his corrivall in the Empire, nor his great graveand learned Ty- 
tor and Maſter Seneca; to make himſelfe unparalleld in all kinde of parri- 
cidy , He cauſed the wombe of his owne naturall mother ww to be 
ript up before his face, onely in an ambitionto diſcover the place of his 
firſt conception 3 notwithſtanding which inbumanities, hee was ſo in- 
flamed with an ardent deſire of future memory, that by a publike Edid he 
proclaimed that the moneth C&pri/ ſhould loſe its ancient name, and be 
called after his owne appellation, Nero; and the Citic of Rome, Neropolis: 
Yet this proud man inthe end, being quite abandoned and forſaken of all 
his Sycophants and oily flatterers , was glad to fly from his Royall Court 
to ſecke refuge in a ruſtick Cottage 3 and with greater terrour to his owne 
conſcience, then before he had uſed tyranny upon the carkaſles of others; 
he was compelled to fall upon his ſword , his body being after , moſt con- 
temptibly dragg'd through the ſtreets of the Citie,with more bitter execra- 
tions and curſes, then before he had lived houres or minutes, PERL

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Another, called Yaras Pergew, was ſo.intefed with the adulatory allen; _ 
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tations of his Flatterers , Buffoone I eflycs 3, That hee Wax ye Yrgk: 
brought to perſwade/himſelſe to be of all;faire men, the molt beautifull; «. |

wards hisend ms. ed/and deformed in viſage, feebled and 
diſabled in his vigour and ſtrength 3 idioted and beſorted in his underſtan» 


admitted all fickly arid diſeaſed piaties ro have free acceſſe unto him ; for 
r ſatis faRion or reward, but that they 

ſhould acknowledge him their new Creator , not contented to, be called by 
the name of Apollo, or «E&ſculepiue, the twa Imaginary gods of Phylicke, and 
Chirurgery, but his ambition was to be called Tupiter himſelfe ; yet ſoone 
after being quite abandoned by his owne Att , and forſaken by his fellow 
Phyſitians, he ſuddenly died of an incurable Impoſtume. on 

Neither have Emperours , Kings, and Princes, with other Sages and Pride in atl 
ſeeming wiſe men , beene onely tainted with this ſuperarrogant hayghti. ſtares, conditi- 
neſſe and ambition 3 but this miſcellane finne, which hath intruded it ſelfe ©2994 foxes 
into all delinquencies and malefa&tions whatſoever , claimeth a predomi- 
nance over all eſtates, qualities, funtions, manufaQures, ſexes, and ages; 
whether in Court,Citie, Campe,or Country: from the ſcarlet to the ruler, 
from the Scepter tothe ſheep-hooke, the Tetrarch to the Tradeſman, For 
inſtance, The rurall Girle being a little flattered , ſhall be eaſily perſwa- 
ded to be a rare courtly Gentlewoman :. nay, even kitchen-maides have 
held competitorſhip with Court Madams 3 no lefle proud,though perhaps 
lefſe painted 3 and the very courſe Coridon will ſcarce give ———_—_ ro 
the complementall Courier, thinkinghimlſelte'as well accommodated in 
his ruſtick ruſlet, as the other in his richeſt raiment. In the like manner I 
could goe thorow all qualities , and. A wvinimo 44 maximum, from the leaſt 
to the greateſt , which for brevities ſake I omit; deſiring rather to ſatisfie 
the judicious Reader wirh matter then manner 3 the ſubſtance,and not ſha- 
dow of diſcourſe. | 

And yetto looke a little farther into che nature of this _—_ finne, The naure of 
which hath all the other, its concomirants and attendants. Plats faith, he Pride. 
that xnoweth himſclfe beſt, efteemeth himſelfe leaſt 3 and husbandmen ber- 
ter value thoſe eares of graine which bow downe their heads from the ſtalke, 
and waxe crooked , then thoſe that ere& themſelves and ſtand upright ; be- 
cauſe they preſume to finde more corne inthe firſtthan in the laſt, Pride 
(faith Saint Augaitine) is the mother of:Envy, and he that many _

ſuppreſſe the mother, may eafily'finde the way tO bridle the daughter, Lewis 
the eleventh King-of France, was woont to'fay, Thar whenſoever Pride fate 
in the ſaddle, miſchiefe and ſhame rid upon the-:cropper : One compareth 
it'to'a ſhip without a pilot, ſtill toſt up and downe: upon the Seas by the 
winds and tempeſts 3 another to a vapour; which ſtriverh to aſcend- high, 
and then vaniſheth into ſmoakeffirſt,. and after returnes to nothing.':-[n 
briefe, Pride cateth gold and drinketh blood , and climerb fo high by other 
mens heads; that in theend it breaketh its owne neck. 1 cannot ſtand to di- 
vide it into ſeverall branches of heads ,but' proceed direly on to Hi- 

Let all ſuch, prided in their bwne ſelfe-conceited knowledge and wiſe- 
dome , be attentive to a ſtory extraRed 'from a learned and grave Spaniſh 
Chronologer 3 by him to this purpoſe related. A/phonſw King of Spaine, 


- being a veryWile, learned, and diſcreet Prince, was woont to deviſe 


darke and difficult problems, propoſitg them to his Lords and Peeres; to 
ſtiew his owne excellent wiſdome, and to taske their ignorance, who had 
ſpent their time in more looſe and idle ſtudies: amongſt others there-was 
a Knight in the Court called Doy Pears, one who was very confident in his 
owne wiſedome , and would undertake to make folution of what difficu] 
ſoevet the” King at any time propounded 3 of which hee ſo infolently boa- 
ſted, that comming to the Kings eare, he was much incenſed thereat; and to 
let him know what diſtance his weakneſſe had fromefſentiall wiſedome, he 
cauſed him to be ſent for; and when he ,'accorditg to his furamons made 
appearance before him , the King at the firſt, ro humonr his ſelfe-conceir, 
an much to applaud his witty and ready anſwers,wbich not a little plea- 


ſed him, but at the length concluded ſomewhat more ſharply , telling him 
that he would propoſe three Problems 3 of the interpretations of which, if 
hee could not within one and twenty dayes _ bim a true and plenall ac- 


count , both his life and ou were immediately forfeit to the crowne ; 
and this ſentence notwithſtanding any meanes or mediation, no way to be 
altered. The three Queſtions were theſe , which he delivered unts him in 
writing : 

The firſt, 

What hath mans labour moſt increaſt , 
Tet of it ſilfe deſires it leaſt. 

The ſecond, 

What hath to man moſt honour gain'd, 

And yet with leaft luſt is maintain'd. * 
The third, 

What thing i it men ſooneſt rae, 

Yet they with greateFt charge purſue. 

Theſe he no ſooner received,but the King with a contracted brow depar- 
ted, and fo left him 3 by which he might eaſily conjeRure in what a dange- 
rous ſtreight he was now environ d:and returning very fad home,and having 
long ruminated upon theſe riddles, but wanting an Oedipw to unfold them, 
he grew into a deepe melancholly , inſomuch that he abſtzined both from 
meat and fleepe : which obſerved by his daughter Petronella , a faire and 
beautifull virgin, of ſome ſixteene yeares of age, or thereabour, ſhe ſo farre 
inſinuated into her fathers diſcontents, and to know the cauſe thereof; that 
at length upon her great importunity. he unfolded the whole matter ow 
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her : who after ſome pawſc, began greatly to comfort him, and rold him +: 
ſhe would interpoſe her ſelfe berwixt him and al! d2nger 3 who though. he 
had little hope to be relieved by her, yet out of his indulgencerowards her, 
not willing to crofle her, eſpecially in ſo deſperate a caſe, he told her hee 
would be ſwayed according to her direction; which was, that upon the day 
fixed ſhe might goe with him to appeare befoterhe King, and that to her 
e would commit the ſolution of theſe queſtions 3 which was agreed upon 
betwixt them. | | 

Imagine the day come, and the King attended by his Lords and Peeres, 
ſeated in bis Throne, to expect Dor Pedroes anſwer 3 who preſenting him. 
ſelte before his Majeſtic, attended with his daughter 3 (who was very ſump- 
ruoully attyred) befought his Majeſtic, that whileft be himſelte was fijent, 
he would vouchſate to heare what his daughter could ſay concerning theſe 
problems before propounded. | 

The King much taken on the ſudden with her beauty and modeſt behavi- 
our, and in a great expeRation whether ſhee were able to deliver her ſelte 
in language anſiverable to the former, gave her free liberty of ſpeech 3 when 
bowing her face tothe earth, and after ſetling her ſelfe upon her knees, ſhe 
began as followeth : Wonder you may my Royall Leige, that ſo grave and 
experienc't a Knight as my father here preſent , ſhould lay all his fortunes 
both of life and livelyhood , upon fo weake and infirme an apprehenſion , 
which cannot be better expected from my tendcr yeares, and- immature 
knowledge; yet fince bis confidence is fo farre built on me , and your high 
Majeſtie ſo gracious to accept of me,I make bold thus futrher to proceed, 

Touching the firſt Queſtion , 

What hath mans labour moſt increaſt, 

Tet of it jeff deſires it leaſt, | 
In my weake underſtanding, I take it to be-the Earth , the mother of all The Earth. 
creatures, rationall or. irrationall, ſenſitive or vegetative 3 which though 
men daily digge and delve, plow or furrow, mine and undermine, trench- 
ing her ſides and wounding her intrayles, not ſuffering her to have the leaſt 
ceſſation of reſt in any of the foure ſeafans 3; yet ſhe in her owne tertility. 
and annuall viciffitude without theſe injuries; ts able of her ſelfe.royeeld 
herbs and flowers, grafle and hay, plants and trees,with tood and ſuſtenance 
in abundance to all creatures bred upon her (ſtill reeming) wombes who, 
as ſhe delivers them into the world, not onely foſters and cheriſheth them, 
but when their Date is runne, and their time expired, recerveth them again 
into her owne breaſt, from-whence they had theur-firſt being. 

Touching the ſecond, 1 take it robe Humility 3' which teacheth a man Humilitie 
how to rule his afte&tions , and ro keepe a medidcrity tm all his ations. 
Fhe high Creator dwelleth in Heaven ,)and it ivee arroganitly: lift up our 
ſelves unto him, he will fly from us ; but' if we humbly bow: our felves'be- 
fore him, he will deſcend downe upon us. | Hamilitas animi., ſublimitas Chri- 
ſtiani; In Humility is 2 Chriſtian mans mindes ſublimity : Ir ſtirs upaf- 
fetion, augmenteth,good will, ſupports equity; and prelerves/a common 
weale in:ſafety 3 It is apt to repentance, itgafter righteouſneſſe, and 
converſant in deeds of mercy ::It hath: by theſe goodtbings to paſle, 
which noother reaſon or vertue could. effe& :  Andwhoſvever ſhall deſire 
to.aſcend where the Father is, much'fir{};put di-tbat humdlity-whith the 
Sonne-teacheth3 and moſt happy 15 the man whole calling is hight, ul his 
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ſpirit humble 3 of which vertue I may truely conclude with your Que- 
ſtion 
"Man hath by that moſt honour gain'd, 
And yet with leaſt loſſe s maintain'd. 


The third the moſt baſely vile,and yet the higheſt valuedzthe moſt curſed 
to ma yet the moſt coſtly tomaintain3 in my ignorant conceptions I 
hold ro be Pride: which being firſt hatched in heaven,in an inſtant,precipt- 
tated Lucifer and his Angels headlong into hell : which perceiving Humi- 
lity to be honourable, detireth often to be covered with the cloake thereof; 
teaſt appearing alwayes in its owne likenefle, it might thereby bethe leſle 
regarded. I ſhall not need much to amplifre the vice , nor to aggravate the 
ſinnez a ſpice whereof (may I ſpeake it with pardon) hath beene diſcove- 
red even in this my beſt beloved parent: and toavoide prolixitie, 

It s that thing men ſooneſt rue, 
And yet with greateſt charge purſue, 

With which anſwer ſo modeſtly delivered , and in a kinde of matron-like 
gravity, (rarely to be found in one of her tender and young yeares) the 
King was'ſo highly raptur'd, that he not onely received her father into for-

adding withall ſome words to this purpoſe : My Royall Liege, excuſe my 
one-betiacts, if I challenge your Majeſtic of your Kingly word and pro- 
miſe paſt unto me before all this-prefence ; who demanding of her wherein 
he was any way ingaged ? ſhe made reply, But late Str, you ſaid that 
were I noble, you would accept of my unworthy ſelfe as your royall Bride 
and Spouſe : Then pardon my preſumption if I thus farre prompt your 
memory,to put u Highnefle in minde that Iam now nor onely (by your 
Grace) ennobled , but an Earles daughter z at which word covering her 
face with her hand , ſhee concluded in a baſhfull and modeſt bluſh : All 
which ſo nightly pleaſed the King , that making good his Princely word, he 
gave order for the preſent celebration of their nuptiull. 

This Hiſtory though it have a comicall concluſion , yet is pertinent to

F come next to Sir Roger Mortimer, who being bighly puft up withthe 
favour that he had from Queen 1ſabe/, who in the mmority of her you 
fon Edward ſwayed all, during the impriſonment of her husband Edwar 
the fecond, whether by the Queenes conſent or no, I dare not fay, bur of 
moſt aſſured truth ir is, that rhis Roger cauſed the King to be removed from 
Xemelworth Caſtle to the Caſtle of Barkley, where by his diretion and 
command he was moſt bloodily and inhumanely murdered. After which 
Edward his fon (the third: of rhat name) at the age of fifteen yeares was 
crowned King, but for a time kept in a kinde of pupillage underthe 
Queen and CHfor11mer, betwixt whom there was ſuſpeRted to have been too 
much familiarity, in whoſe powerwas all the management of State, and 
many things paſt by them to the great diſhonour of the Kingdom. This 
Aforiimer was by the King made Earle of March, who imitated King Arther 
by keeping fo many Knights of the Round Table, to whom he allowed 
borh rheat and meanes, and bore himfelfe in that high ſiraine, that be had in 
contempt the greateſt Preres inthe Land, bur in proceſle of rime he was 
fireprifed in Yoremghem Caſtle, and from thence ſent priſoner tothe Tower 
of Londen, wher.

atadvantage and Englands prejudice 3 fourthly, that he had got unlaw- 

ty info his poſſeſſion much of the Kings treaſure, and waftfully _—_ 
t5 andlaſtly, that he was more-private with theQueen than was to Gods 
Pleaſureor the Kings honour: of all whichbeing:conyiRted by the ſaid Par- 

iarnefit; =_ Saint Andrews day, next following he'was drawn upon an 

hurHerothecommor:r place of execution (ſince called Fibwrxe) and there

Geldings'3 Porters at' his Gate ,'two Yeomen and two Groymes'; in-the

In his Chappell he had a Dean, who was a great Divine;and a man of 
excellent learning 3 a Subdean,''a Repeater of the Quier, a iGoſpeller, an 
Epiſtoler, ten ſinging Prieſts, a Maſter of the Children-quirifters; twelve 
Seculars being ſinging men of the Chappell, ten ſinging boyes with a ſer- 
vant toattend upon them 3 in the Reveſtry, a Yeoman and two Groomes, 
beſides divers retainers who repaired to his Palace at principall feaſts. 
Therich Furniture of his Chappell almoſt exceeded apprehenſion, for 
jewels and ſumptuous ornaments continually there uſed, where have been 
ſeene in a Proceſſion about the Hall foure and fourty rich Copes all of 
one ſuit, with Croſſes, and Candleſtickes, and other furniture of 
value ; he had moreover two Crofle-bearers, and two Pillar-bearers in his 
Great-chamber; and in his Privy<chamber, a Chamberlain and a Vice- 
chamberhin, twelve Gentlemen-uſhers, belides one continually in his 
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Privy-chamber,and {ixGentlemen-waiters,he had ten Lords to attend him, 
and every one had two Gentlemen toattend upon them, onely the Earle of 
Derby had five allowed him 3. he had of Gentlemen, Cup-bearers, Car- 
vers, Sewers, andthe like, to the number of fourty perſons, fix Yeomen- 
— Groomes, and Yeomen that daily waited in his Chamber 
fourry five. 

- — Ann Do&@ours and Chaplaines beſides thoſe of his Chappell conti- 
nually waited at his Trencher, with the Clerke of the Cloſet, two Secre- 
taries, two Clerkes of the Signet, and four Counſellours learned in the 
Lawes, and for as much as it was neceſſary, for divers Officers of the 
Chancery to atrend him 3 namely, the Clerke of rhe Crown, a riding 
Clerke, a Clerke of the Hamper, a Clerke of the Wax, anda Clerke of 
Checke z he gave meanes = allowance tb them all ; he had alfo four 
Footmen cloathed in rich Coates with his Armes imbroidered upon them ; 
an Herald at Armes, a Serjeant at Armes, a Phyſirian, an Apothecary, 
four chief Muſfitians with their Conſort, a Keeper of his Tents, an Ar- 
mourer, an Inſtruer of his Wards, two Yeomen of his Wardrobe of 
Robes, anda Keeper of his Chamber continually in the Court 3 he had 
moreover in his Houſe the Surveyour of Yorke, a Clerkeof the Green- 
cloath, and all theſe were with him upriſing and down-lying, and dieted at 
his charge 3 he kept in his Great-chamber a continual! Table for the 
Chamberers and Ge'ttlemen-Officers, with a Meſſe of young Lords, and 
another of young Gentlemen 3 nor was there any Officers Gentlemen or 
other perſons of account, burwere allowed ſome one, ſome two, ſome three 
ſervants to attend them, which no queſtion grew to a mighty number, 


.. beſides Officers extraordinary, retainers and ſutors who might come freely 


and dine in the Hall withotit any to contradict them : and thus farout of 
his Checke role, whercby weſte his exceeding greatneſſe, burof which 
grev ſuch pride, that be bluſhed/ not to prefer himſelfe before his $o- 


veraigne, in theſe words, Ego & Rex mens, | and my King. But to conclude 


with him, this potent prelate falling after into a premenire, forfeited his 
whole eſtate tothe Crown, and then (rhough late) confeſſing, That if he had 
ſought ſo much to honour God as he had ſtrived to honour his King, be 
—_ ſtill have continued in his revenew eminently : and being deprived of 
all his power and pompe, riches and ſubſtance, and broughtalmoſtto the 
extremeſt indigence andpenury, being ſent for from Torke to London, (25 
ſome have ſuppoſed to anſwer for his life) he fell ſicke by the way, and in a 
poor Friery ended his wretched dayes not without ſuſpition of poyſon ; 
and ſuch have been Gods judgements from the beginning againſt this firſt 
and capital of the ſeven morrall ſinnes called Pride, of which I ceaſe to 


write further, and proceed to the ſecond,

Nvy is defined tobe agrievanceand ſorrow for the thri- 

3 ving and proſperity of others, who in his heart would 
kill the happineſle of his Neighbour, and before God 
is held no better than an Homicide, the Hebrews call it 
Kineah and Ram, which is Emulation or Envy, in 
9) which we are ſaid four wayes to offend; firſt, when 

T & we grieve at the good eſtate or fortune. of another 

man, as fearing becauſe of his ability, he may be alſo willing tendamage 
us or others, Secondly, when werepine at another mans felicity, . becauſe 
we have not what he hath, nor abound wirhthe like abundance and riches, 
and this the Philoſopher cales Je{ws, and the firſt may be in ſome kinde 
held laudable, If we emulate a man for his vertues and goodnefle ſeeking 
by imitating to excced them, but if it be for. teafporall goods, it.may be 
brought within the compaſſe of ſin, The third is, ,ywhen we maligneano; 
ther man, becauſe he jnjoyes theſe temporall bleſſings which hedoth not 
deſerve, and ſuch vexation, becauſe it is concerning riches. and honour, 
which happen both to the worthy and unworthy alſke;by the Philoſopberir 
is called Nemeſis, which though 4r;#otleapproves, yet.our ChriſtianRe- 
ligion will notallow. The fourth is, when weare {ad and troubled-at our 
neighbours increaſe in wealch and ſubſtance, becauſe he exceedeth us, and 
wearenot ſorich nor ſo well poſſeſſed as he 3 and this is plain Envy in her 
own naturall and abſolute colours, and is alwayesevill, and is a mortiferous 
ſin, becauſe we grieve at that at which we ought torejoyce.3 namely, the 
proſperity of our neighbour, and this rhe Schoolmen diſtinguiſh into three 
branches, mortall, veniall, capitall. | 

That is called mortall, when it is hatched ne poopedentes, nay proſe- 
cuted by the conſent of reaſon, becauſe it dire& je ( 
due from us to our neighbour. That which is called venuall, is anemulation 
bred meerly in ſenſuality or wantonneſle, when, there was no precedi 
of the confentof teaſon : and as they are tie firſt morions, ſo they are he 
tobe idle and imperfſe&t. Thethird is called capitall, becauſe,from it ari- 
ſeth ſuſurratio, that is, a mutteringor murmuring.þebinde ones backe, ſtri- 
ving to darken or ecclypſe the reputation or good nameof another in ſe- 
cret. Next Detra&tion, when openly,we ſcandal] or revile any.map toleflen 
his worth, or darken hisg!ory. Then Exultation, whenwerriumph or re- 
joyce in the diſaſtre or diſtreſſ of our neighbour. Next Aflition, when 
weare grievedand diſcontentedat his proſperity. And laſtly, : 6d:umv, of 
hate, by which we are not onely fadded and moleſted at his happinefle, bur 
irithall we inſidiatehis eſtate, or malevolently defire his ruine., 

Frequent are the Texts in the holy Scripture, againſt this finof Envy, 
and ſundry examples to ſhew it hath been even from the beginning, and ſo 
continued through all ſucceeding Ages:it was betwixt the two firſtBrothers, 
for we reade Geneſis 4.5 .Becauſe Grd wr) 1 Abels offering, and deſpiſed 

that of Cain, He was exceeding wroth, and his countenance fell down ;. (among

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ſtrangers) Becauſe 1ſs«c bad fBlockes of ſheep and heards of cattell, and a 
mighty houſhold, Therefore the Philiftims had envie at him, inſomuch that 


they fopped and filled up with earth all the wells which bis fathers ſerwants dig- 


ged in bis father Abrahams time, &c, Betwixt Siſters , When Rachel ſaw 
that ſhe bare Taacob no children, ſhe envyed her Siſter, and ſaid unto her huband, 
Give me children or I die, In loſephs brethren, who when they {aw that their 
fither /acob loved him more then them, they hated him, and could nor 
ſpeake peaceably unto him 3 and when he dreamed a dreame andeold it his 
brethren, the Text faith , they hated him the more : Againftawhich you 
ſhall reade , Levit. 19. 17. Thes ſhalt not hate thy brother in thie-heart, but 
thos ſhalt plainly rebuke thy neighbour , and ſuffer him not to ſinne. Thou ſhalt 
not avenge, nor be mindfull of wrong againſt the children of thy peaple, bat ſhalt 
love thy neig bbour as thy ſelfe : I am the Lord. ; - 
Wwe Gnde in the twelfth of Nambers , that when Aaron and Miriam mur- 
mured againſt Moſes, becauſe he had married a woman of Erhidpia, the Lord 
was therefore angry with them, and immediately 4f:riam was ſtrook with 
a Leproſie white as ſhow. Saul envyed David, becauſe the Virgines in their 
ſongs and dances, gaveto him bur the honour of killing thouſands, and to 
David ten thouſands. In Eliab the brother of David, who when he ſpake 
unto the men that ſtood with him, and ſaid, VWhat ſhall he done to him 
that killeth this Philiſtime, (meaning Got#ab) and taketh away the ſhame 
from 1/rael, &&c. Ekab this hearing was very angry with David, and ſaid, 
Why cameſt thou downe hither ? and with whom whom haſt thou left 
thoſe few ſheepe in the Wilderneſſe > I know the pride and the malice of 
thine heart, that thou art come downe to ſee the battaile : in Sanbabat and 
Tobias , who envyed and hindered the building of the Temple, as you may 
reade in Nehemiah, In the Princes and Officers of Darims, Dan.6.4. who 
Oo an occaſion againſt him concerning the Kingdome , but they could 
- no fault ; for he was fo faithfull, that no blame could bee found in

Come to the New Teſtament, or Goſpell : . In the Phariſees, Mat 9.11, 
who ſaid to the Diſciples of Jeſus, Why eateth your Maſter with Publicans and 
Sinners ? Again, Luke 19.39. Then ſome of the Phariſees ſaid unts him, Ma- 
feer,rebuke thy #45 ven In the Diſciples of 7ohn, Mart.g,14. Then came the 


Diſciples of lohn to him, ſaging, Why doe we and the Phariſees faſt often, but thy 
a_—_ faſt not ? In the chiefe Prieſts and Scribes, 24atth. 21, 15. Who 
when they ſaw the marvels chat hee did , and the children crying in the 
Temple,'Hofawnato the ſonne of David, they diſdained. In the Jewes;who 
when they were gathered together, and Pilat ſaid unto them, VWhether will 
you that I let looſe unto you, Barabbas, or Teſus which is called Chriſt 
They faid Barabbaz. In the brother of the Prodigall, Luke 15,25. Now 
the elder brother was in the field, and when hee came neare unto the houſe and

.»This Envy ſhooteth at others, and wonndeth her ſelfe : Lyons arg 
knowne by their clawes , Ravens by theit feathers , Cocks by theit ſpurres; 
and envious Men by their manners , who.(like Syrian dogges) barke at the 
ſtarres, and ſpurne at what they cannot reach 3' and is like lightning, which 
inthe duskieft myſt,or darkeft fogge, will plainlicſt appeare. Envy is the 
daughter of pride y the mother of {laughter and ſtrage , the innovator of ſe- 
dition, and the perpetual rormentor of vertue : She is moreover the flime 
and impoſtume of the ſoule, a daily corrafive to him in whom ſhe abiderk } 
2 venome, a poyſon, a Mercury or quickfilver, which conſumerh the flefh, 
anddryes up the bones: and of vices it is ſaid, Envy to be the moſt gene- 
rall, Pride the greateſt, and Luſt the fouleſt. The envyed man doth many 
times forget , bur the envious man doth never ſpare to proſecute z and as 

riefc or paine is a diſeaſe of the body,ſo malice is rhe malady of the foule. 

r is a meere {lave to its. owne affections , and is found alwayes to waite at 
Vertues elbow. 

Alana de Planita natere with great elegancy faith thus: To the envi- 
ous man anothers profperity. is his adverſity, their adverſity his proſperi- 
ty.: At their mirth they are fad , and in rheir ſorrow they rejoyce:: They 
imagine their owne riches to ſubſiſt in other mens poverty , and their po- 
verty to be in other mens riches.

Fe, But 
from the diſcovery of the fouletefle of the fine, I come now to ſhew'what 
ſeverall judgements have beene inflited upon it. | 

And firſt to ſearch forraine Hiſtories before we come to fearefull and 
tragicall Examples , moderne and domeſtick of our owne , (that the one 
may the better illuſtrate and ſer off the other. I begin with that inceſtu- 
ous brood of T hebes,the two brothers Eteocles and Polymices,whoſe father 0:d;. 
pas, ignorant of his owne naturall parents, and having firſt moſt unfortu- 
nately flaine his owne father, and after retyring himſelfe to Thebes, by the 
ſolution of Sphinxes riddle , married with his owne mother Iocaſts (rieither 
of them knowing their proximity in bloud) -and by that match ſwayed the 
Kingdome : together with thoſe two before-named ſonnes, and rwo daugh- 
ters, Antigone and 1ſmere, which he had by her. Butar length having know- 
ledge of that inceſtuons match made with his mother, he in griefc thereof 
with his nayles pulled out his owne eyes, and ſhe in deſpaire ftrangled her 
ſelfe : after which the Kingdorne falling ro the: two brotters 5 They firſt 
agreed to raigne monethly ,, and then yeirely by turnes ; but ſoone after 
there grew':ſuch malitious eavy.betwixt them, that whatſoever the ore did 
in his regency, the other when the power came into his hands, utterly abro- 
gated and diſanull'd;, 'making new. lawes,' to the former quite contrary; 
which alſo:laſted but a moneth; :fof then the ſucceeger paid the reſigner in 
his owne.coyne, Upon:tbis grew [faftion, ard divers partiſans on either' 
ſide 3 ſome favouring the one, and:{ome affeRing the other 5 in the end from 
threatnings and braves;it came'to battaile and blowes:in whichthe rwo bro- 
thers encountering hand to, hand, in a ſingleduell they interchangably ſlew 
one another'z. whoſe envy inlife was ſo irreconcilable and invererate;, that it 
appeared after their deaths: for their two bodies being _ to be burnt 
inone funerall-pile, the very flame was ſeene to divide it felfe, and burne in

- Another Example of Judgements; againſt Envy, Greece affordeth 
us.:Petſezs the ſonne of Philip, King of Macedon: (but not thar Philip who 
was father to Alexander the Great) hee: bad anelder brother whoſe name 
was :Demetriw, a man of moſt approved honeſty, and imitable condition ; 
whoſe knowne vertues his younger brother, ofa m2levolent andicumbred 
ſpirit:much envying, framed 2 moſt ſcandalous and detrating indirement 
againſt. him ; prerending that-he had privately: m{idiated his fathers life 
and Kingdom,and ſold them both unto his.enemies the Rewans;of which by

Baffianw, Otherwile called Heliogabalw, the ſonne of Semiamira , fuccee- 
ded in the Empire 3 He was firſt a Pricſt of the ſunne, and after by meanes 
of his grandmother Meſa (a rich and potent woman) was made Emperour; 
who though a young man of an extraordinary aſpeR and feature, able to ar- 
tra@ the loves and affeRions of all men , yet was he inwardly infeted with 
the contagion of all the vices that could be named : Infomuch, that in all 
bis ations he rather appeared a monſter then a man, fo that hee-grew nor 
onely deſpiſed, but hatefull to the people. Which the wiſe Lady Aeſa ſee- 
ing, and fearing his fall , and in-his, ler owne ruine 3 as farre as ſhe conld 
ſhe excuſed his groſleſt crimes, laying the fault uponthe tenderneſſe of his 
youth 3 and wrought ſo, that by his conſent 41exianw who was the ſonne 
of Mammea, her daughter was admitted companion. with him in the Em- 
pire, which Alexianw after called CHlexander Severm', was a wile and pru- 
dent Prince , whoſe vertue had gained him the generall love of the Senate 
and peoples for which Heliogabalui fo envied him ( for'vice and vertue are 
ſill in-oppoſition) that he made many attempts to poyſon him, which. by 
the care.of Meſs and Mammes, were prevented.

Neither have women beene free from chis rankorous ſinne of Envy', 'as 
appearcth by the ſtory following 3 and ſhall be made more apparant herc- 
after. This Prince Mdlexander Severas afore-named, all the time that his 
grandmother Meſa lived , who ſuffered none but grave and wiſe niet? to be 
about him (inſomuchthar noEmperour before or after him could be faid 
to exceed him in all theſe attributes that belong to an Imperiall' Monarch) 
was:both beloved and feared : * But ſhe being dead , his mother Jfammes 
or to that height of pride, covetouſneſle, and envy, that his indalpent faf- 
nce ofher ambition was a great,and the ſole blemiſh of his government, 
who comming to maturity, and the. Empire now ſetled in his owne hands; 
he tooke to wife a daughter of one:of the moſt nobleſt Senators of Rom, 
which-was alſo by his mothers :@bnſent : burwhenthis Lady came'to take 
upon: berthe ſtate of an Emprefle, Afwmee,who challenged that title (Glely 
to her ſelfe , nalitiouſly envying her eſtate3 wrought fo, that firſt the fa- 
ther of the new Empreſle was pur todeath and foterrible was her com- 
mandernent, and her Majeſtie ſomnch dreaded, that ſhe baniſhed both fiotn 
ahe:Coutt and the bed of the Emperour the innocent A --" 
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uteermoſt coaſts of Africe, Thus was Alexanderont of a milde and gentle 25 
hature , ſwayed and over-ruled by his. mother, which wasthe occationof 
both their ruines : for Meximinm 2 T hracian, borne of baſe parentage, his 
father being a ſhepheard , and preferred by 4/exanier to eminent place in 
the warres 3 taking the advantage ofthe murmuring of the people and ſoul- 
diers, and the covetouſneſle and envy of the.mother , moſttreacherouſly 
conſpired againſt his Lord and Maſter, the ſame barbarouſly and cruelly 
flew them borh, and by their death aſpired untothe Imperiall purple.
